St. Petersburg. Oct. 10. — In addition 
lo the otiier ipimishinents already men- 
tioned, tiran<l Did;e Cyril's privilege of 
the right to bear the title of imperial 
liiglines.s, and his entire Ittiss-ian income, 
which .dts derivc<l from the $2,500,000 set 
naide for each Grand Duke at his birth, 
and wliich has .since been niiginentcd 
in v.nrious ways, are abolished. The 
Grand Duke left. I'eterhof last night.

and foreign alfa.irs liave been properly 
laken as the exigencies of tlie sitliali(Mi 
(iem;i iided. Onr people, frugal and 
lirinlent, have clieerfnll,v borne the bur- 
den of national expenditure tind have 
generously contribated to tlie war fiiiid, 
llins iissisliiig. as with om; will, in ,id- 
■vanciiig llie prestige and maintaining tho 
dignity of the slate. 

Tlv Result 
is due in a large measure to the benign 
spirits of onr ancestors, as well as to 
(levo;i(m to duly of our civil and mili- 
rtary ollleials, and the self-denying pa- 
triotism of all our people. 

"After twenty months of war the po-. 
sition of the empire iias ibeen strengtiii

"In iliis :iui'. when iliere is no delay in 
the world's ).rogress, there shonlil be no 
cc.'-sation of the idVort to imiirove the a'l- 
iiiiiiUiraliou of the nation's affairs, lioili 
inleiii,i! :iiid cxiermil. While military 
ciVicieiicy should be maintained In fnil 
vigor, even in lime of pence, an earnest 
endeavor should be made to attain suc- 
cess in (peaceful pursuits, so that iu 
equal measure with its power the pros- 
perity of the cmnitry luay be maintained 
und its permaiiem progress assured.

Boston, Oct. 16.— The tale of a ship- 
wreck, in which eight seamen suffered 
so severely from exposure, hunger and 
thirst that most of tliem either died 
outright or were washed away, or, 
crazed by their fearful experiences, 
hurled themselves into the sea, was 
brought out today by the two survivors 
of the coasting schooner Vanname and 
King of New Haven, which was beaten 
to pieces by a gale off the South Caro- 
lina coast on October 6. 

The two men, who were rescued l)y 
the schooner Htillmaii V. Kelly, which 
arrived here late' today, are AViillairi 
Thomas and AVilliain G. Warner. The 
six who, one by one, succumbed were 
Captain WUlian.i A. Maxwell, Mate E. 
A. Chase, the engineer and steward 
(colored). Keanien William Grisseli and 
Alfred Arthur. 

The Vanname and King, wliich has 
been sailing along the coast since 
3SS6, left Charleston, S. C, for New 
York on October 3 with a cargo of 
hard lime. Two days later she 

Ran Into a Heavy Gale 
and after wallowing about in the seas 
for several hours, sprang aleak. Pumps 
were started, but within a short time 
the engine room was Hooded and the 
pumps choked. 

On Friday, October 6, with her hold 
nearly full of water, the little schooner 
was hove down on her beam ends. 
The crew clambered upon the weather 
side and lashed themselves to tlie bul- 
warks. There they remained, v-oaked 
to the skin by every sea that broke 
over them, all day, constantly on the 
watch for some passing vessel. That 
night 

The Storm Increased in Fury 

and one great wave crashed aboard, 
breaking the legs of Seaman Arthur 
and sweeping Grisseli Into the sea. 
Arthur's companions could do nothing 
to ease his sufferings, but %vhen oti 
Saturday the schooner turned com- 
pletely over they managed to cut his 
lashings and drag him onto a piece 
of the after house. It was ><everal 
hours before they all huddled togetlu r 
on the little raft. That night Aithur 
died In the arms of Captain Maxwell, 
and to relieve the ovei'loaded raft his 
body was dmpiied ovei'board. 

Sunday brou;,'ht a ray of hope, when 
a craft was sigliied, but the gloom re- 
turned as slie 

Passed by Without Heeding 
the little group of arm-waving sea- 
men. That night, however, the waves 
^^tjsided and a little rain fell, which 
was eagerly caught in a tarpaulin and 
brought slight relief. 

It was only temporary, and not louig 
aftersvards Mate Chasp's mind gave 
way entirely, and the craft was again 
lightened when he threw himself into 
the sea. 

The next viclini of th,-- strain v.'as 
Captain Maxwell, who on Jlouday fore- 
noon 

Became Violently Insane 

and followed his mate's example of 
self-destruction as a relief to his suf- 
ferings.

DIVORCE IN HIGH LIFE. 

Lawyers Fail to Agree in Case Be- 
tween Prince Phillip and His Wife.

leases, the prince liaving waived his 
I technical rigiit to have the case tried 
'by a special court as provided for 
■under tile laws 6f his family. 

Hoth the Prince and Princess -^vere 
absent, but the Austrian ofBcer, Lieut. 
Keglevltch Massaohvitz, with whom 
the Princess eloped, was present. The 
1 court cJKiuired Of the counsel for the 
prince if they desired to make any 
motion respecting the publicity of the 
proceedings. They replied that the 
Prince had no objections to the pro- 
ceedings being public. The attorneys 
for the Princess also declined to re- 
quest privacy. 

The president then began the pro- 
ceedings by proposing to the lawyers 
that the two parties seek to bring 
about a reconciliation, exiilalnlng tluit 
this was not meant to get tlie Prince 
and Princess to live together again, 
but to lead to an amicable separation 
and to satisfactory agreement regard- 
ing property. 

The lawyers :igreed to take the mat- 
te- under consider.-it ion ;ind asked for 
an intermission for tln' imrpose. The 
prince's biwyer s:iid the piince aski'd 
for an absoluie illvor(-i> In order to 
secure a coniplet.-; si'paratioii of the 
couple. 

Lawyers Reach Agreement 
During the rei-ess the lawyer;; agreed 
tc) an arrangement on the following 
l);i.sis: The prince to c(-inlinue the 
Iiayment to llie princess nf a yearly 
allowa.nce of ?I-'<,oiia .-ind also to p:iy 
lier a, lump sum of $:i(i.ni)il. provided 
slie .a'.jamlnn :ill fuillier claims against 
the prince and th;il after the divorce 
sh.i aibipi the name and title of Louise, 
I'rincess of Belgium. 

After these terms were laid before 
the court, another recess was taken, 
In order that th<j princess might bo 
telegraphed for her consent to the ar- 
rangement.

To those receiving sal- 
aries Hrlllsh Columbia pays the high- 
est, lieiiig .i!l,120 for men, and J-lSS for 
woiiifii. against an average In Canada 
iif .?s:i:! for men .and $^17 for women. 
Hrltlsh t'olumhia has also tin? highest 
average of workers In each establish- 
ment, which Is -7, as eoniiiarcd with 21 
for all of Canada. The average earn- 
ings In this province Is the highest, be- 
ing $I1S, against the average In Cati- 
iida of 

The general trend of wages is higher, 
and It is shown that the Canadian 
manufacturer can nuinufacture cheaper 
hy $1(S.(1I per employee than is pos- 
,s|l)lo In the I'liited Slates. This is a 
ileclded advantage for this country, 
and means with extensive water-pon-- 
ers. and cheap raw products that Can- 
ada must forgo ahead steadily. This 
fact Is evidently apiireciated on the 
other aide of the line, as we have wit- 
nessed a large number of United States 
nmnufuclurers starting branch estub- 
llshmeiits on this side.
